GEOGRAPHICAL DEFINITIONS. 

Geography means a description of tlie earth. A Map 
is a drawing or piqture of the surface of the earth, or of 
a part of it. The fep of a map is north ; the bottom^ 
south; iiiQ rtght'handsidej east 'j the left-hand aide, weaL 

The surface of the earth consists of land and water. 
The land consists of continents and islands ; — the uHxter^ 
of oceans, seas, lakes, and rivers. 

A Continent is the greatest portion of land, nowhere 
entirely separated hj water. A Country is a large tract 
ofland known by apaxticular name. Aa Island iB much 
smaller than a continent, and whollj surrounded bj 
water. A Peninstda is a portion of land almost sur- 
rounded by water. 

An laihmue is a narrow portion of land, joining two 
larger portions together. A Cape, Promontory, Point, 
Head, Naze, Ness, or MuU, is the extremity of a por- 
tion of land stretching into the sea. A Coast or Shore 
is that part of the land which borders on the sea. 

An Ocean is the largest division of salt water. A 
Sea is a smaller division than an ocean. A Bay and 
Oulf are parts of the sea running into the land. A 
i8l0ratV is a narrow passage of water joining two seas. 
A Lake is a collection of water surrounded by land. 
A Frith or Estuary is the widening of a river into an 
arm of the sea. A Biver is a considerable stream of 
water, running into the sea, or into another river.

The EquaJtor is the line that divides the map of the 
world into northern and southern hemispheres or halves. 
The Poles are ninety degrees on each side from the 
equator. . Parallels of Latitude are the lines drawn from 
side to side of the map. 

The Tropic of Gancer is about twenty-three degrees 
and a half north from the equator ; and the Tropic of 
Gapricom^ the same distance south from it. The 
Arctic Circle is about twenty-three degrees and a half 
from the north pole ; and the Antarctic, the same 
distance from the south pole. 

These circles divide the globe into five portions or 
belts, called zones, — ^viz. the torrid zone, the north and 
south temperate, and the north and south frigid zones. 
The Torrid Zone is between the tropics; the North 
Temperate, between the tropic of Cancer and the arctic 
circle ; the South Temperate, between the tropic of Capri- 
corn and the antarctic circle ; the North Frigid, between 
the arctic circle and the north pole ; and the South Frigid, 
between the antarctic circle and the south pole. 

Meridians are the lines that pass from pole to pole 
through the equator. The meridian that passes through 
London or Greenwich is called the First Meridian. 

Longitude is the distance of a place east or west from 
the first meridian ; the greatest longitude is one hundred 
and eighty degrees. Latitude is the distance of a place 
noT^ or s(Mh from the equator : the greatest latitude 
is ninety degrees. On the map of the world, the degrees 
of latitude are marked on the circles that surround each 
hemisphere, and those of longitude on the oquaJtor. On 
the map of a particular country, the degrees of latitude 
are marked on the sides, and those of longitude at the 
Uyp and hotU/m.

Ei^ga^ in the west, on the Southern Dwina ; WiVna^ in 
the west, on the Wilna; Tufla^ south from Moscow, 
noted for its iron manufactures ; Kiev or Kiow\ on the 
Dnie'per ; Qdea'aay near the mouth of the Dnies'ter ; 
Chet/son^ at the mouth of the Dnieper, where Howard 
the philanthropist died ; Astracan'j on the Wol'ga. 

Pbussia. — Berlin', on the Spree; Kon'igsherg^ in 
the north-east, on the Pre'gel ; Dant'zicy on the Vis'tula ; 
JBres'lauy in the south-east, on the Cder ; Mag^deburgy 
on the Elbe ; Cologne^ ^ on the Bhine ; Atx-la- ChapelUf^ 
west from Cologne.

Forfarshire or Angus. — FoT^far^ near the centre of 
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-the county, in the yalley of Strathmore" ; Dundee* j on 
the Frith of Tay, with large manufactures of linen ; 
Moniroaff and ArhroaJth'^ on the coast ; Br^dkbij on the 
South Esk. 

Pebthshirb. — Perikj on the Tay; Boone (Scoon), 
near Perth, noted for its abbey, where the kings of 
Scotland were crowned; Dunkeld\ higher up on the 
Tay ; Orieffj on the Earn ; Dunllane'y in the south, on 
the AHan, formerly much frequented for its mineral 
waters : near this town is Sherifimoor, where a battle 
waa fought between the King's troops and the Jacobite 
insurgents in 1715. 

— Cu'par^ on the E'den; Falkflandj westward, 
with the remains of a royal palace ; 8t An'drewaj on 
the east coast, with the oldest university in Scotland ;

Inland, in the west of the county, celebrated for its 
manufacture of table-linen : here are the remains of an 
abbey where many of the Scotch kings were buried.

Clackmannanshire. — Ghckmavfnanj near the 
Forth ; AVhaj on the Forth.

— two miles south of Stirling is Ban'nockbtvmj where the 
English, under Edward the Second, were totally defeated 
by the Scots, commanded by King Bobert Bruce, on 
the 24th of June 1314 ; FaVhirky in the east, where 
great cattle-markets, called Trysts^ axe held : near it is 
Car'rafij with extensive iron- works ; Orangemouth^j at the 
junction of the Forth and Clyde Canal with the Carron. 

Linlithgowshire or West Lothian, — lAnlUh'gow^ 
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with the rjiins of a royal palace, in which Queen Marjr 
was bom; Barrotostotonnessfj or Bo*ness\ and Qtieena^ 
fe/ry^ on the Frith of Forth. 

EDINBURaHSHIRE or MiD-LOTHlAN. — ^EDINBURGH, 

near the Frith of Forth, the capital of Scotland, famous 
for its elegant buildings, its beautiful situation, and 
its celebrated university ; Zetj£&, on the Frith of Forth, 
the port of Edinburgh; Pariobd'lo and Muf^sdburghy 
east from Edinburgh, on the Frith of Forth ; JDafkeithj 
on the Esk. 

HADDINaTONSHTRE Or EaST LoTHIAN. — Ea4fdtnfftOKj 

on the Tyne, the birthplace of John Knox, the famous 
Scottish reformer; Dunba'/ and North Ber^unckj on 
the coast.

PALESTINE OR THE HOLY LAND 
Was bounded on the North by Syr'ia ; on the West by 
the Mediterranean Sea, called in the Bible the Great 
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Sea; on the South by Arabia; and on the East by 
Arabia and Syria. 

Palestine is called also in Scripture the Lani of 
(Wnaan; the Land of Promise ; the Land of Ju'dah; 

the Land of Iff rad^ and the Lamd of the Hebrews, 

It was originally inhabited by the Am'oriiea on both 
sides of the Jor^dan ; the Bido'niana in the north-west ; 
the Htvitea in the north-east ; the Oi'/gaahitea or Oer^ 
gesenetfy east of the Sea of Galilee ; the Fef^izzitesy on 
the western side of the Jordan ; the Hifftitea^ on the 
west of the Dead Sea ; the Jel/usUeSj west from the 
northern part of the Dead Sea, and the Philis^tinea 
along the south-west coast. 

Tribes. — Ash'er^ in the north-west ; Naph'tali^ east 
of Asher; Zieb'ulony south of Asher; Is'sachary Half 
Tribe of ManatfaeJij Etphraim^ and Ben'jamin^ west of 
the Jordan ; Ju'dahj west from the Dead Sea ; Dan and 
Bim'eonj in the south-west, on the coast ; Half Tribe of 
Manas'sehj Gad, and Beufben, east of the Jordan.

Naphtali. — Kofdeah'Naph'tali; Kar'tan or Kirjch 
thdim; Betkaa^ida, and Capei/naum, in the neighbour- 
hood of which our Saviour often preached and performed 

many miracles; Chin'nereth ; Ha'zor ; Hai^oeheih of 

c2 
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the Gentiles ; Ham'tnoth-Dor ; Lavish or Cesar^fc^- 
Phtlip'piy near the source of the Jordan. 

Zebulon. — Jok'neam, near Mount Car'mel; Ta^hor ; 
TAe'riaSy on the Sea of Galilee, so called in honour of 
Tiberius Cesar, where Matthew was found sitting at the 
receipt of custom ; Ncts/arethy noted as the place where 
our Saviour spent the earlier part of his life on earth ; 
Co'iuiy of Galilee, where our Saviour performed his first 
miracle hj turning water into wine. 

IsSACHAR. — Jez'reel, where NaT)oth was stoned to 
death hj order of Jez'ebel ; Shvfnem^ where Eli^sha 
raised a young man from the dead ; Dab'ercdh ; Nc^in^ 
where Christ restored the widow's son to life ; A'nem 
or Engan^nim ; Beth' ahennesh, 

Samaria, comprehending the tribe of 

Ephraim. — Sama'ria, the capital of the ten tribes 
of Israel ; She'chem or St/char^ near which was Jacob's 
well, where Christ conversed with the woman of Sama- 
ria ; Ly^da^ where Peter healed E'neas, who was sick 
of the palsy ; Sha'rorij Lasha'ron^ or Sa'ron^ situated in 
a district celebrated for its roses ; SAi'lohy where Josh^'ua 
divided Canaan among the tribes, and fixed the Taberr 
nacle, which remained here upwards of 300 years. 

BLA.LP Tribe of Manasseh.— Cle^are'a, the residence 
of the Roman governors, where Her'od Agrip'pa wag 
eaten up of worms, and where Paul was tried before 
Felix and Fes'tus ; and Dovy both on the coast ; Meffid'- 
do; Scythop'olts or Beth'shom; Em dor ^ where Samuel ap- 
peared to Saul at the witch's incantation; Do'tkooiy where 
Joseph was sold by his brethren to the Ish'maelites. 

JuDEA, comprehending the tribes of 

Benjamin. — Jeru^'salem, the city of David, formerlj 
calledc/e'itc^ or SaHem^ the capitalof the kingdom of Judah. 
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This city was about five miles in circumference, and had 
eleven gates ; Beth'cmyj where our Saviour raised Laz'- 
arus from the dead; and Belh'phage^ on the east 6f 
Jerusalem; Je/icJiOj the first city taken by Joshua; 
Cfib'eanj where Joshua defeated five kings, on which 
occasion the sun and moon stood still ; Ba^mahy where 
Samuel dwelt and was buried ; Luz or Beth'dy remark- 
able for Jacob's surprising vision; Em^mausy on the 
road to which our Saviour first appeared to his disciples 
after his resurrection. 

JuDUS^—JSeA^lehemy the birthplace of our Saviour and 
of David, near which the angels appeared to the shep* 
herds ; He^broriy where Abraham was buried ; Ka'desh- 
Ba/nea, whence Moses sent the spies ; MaJcktfdahy near 
which Joshua defeated and hanged the five kings who 
had made war upon Gibeon ; Adutlamy neac which David 
concealed himself from Saul in a cave ; Beth'ahemeshy 
where the ark was restored, and where fifty thousand and 
seventy of the inhabitants were slain for looking into it ; 
Kir'jaA'Je^oarimy where the ark remained for a long time. 

Dan. — Jap^pa or Jaffa^ in the north-west, on the 
coast, where the prophet Jo'nah embarked for Tar'shish, 
and Peter restored Dor'cas to life; OatJiy the city of 
Groli^'ath the giant ; El^ron ; Aah'dod or Azo'tuSy near 
the coast, wh^re stood the famous temple of Da^gon ; 
Timinathy where Samson slew the lion ; AijoJUm ; Art- 
nuUh^ay where Joseph the honourable counsellor dwelt. 

SiKEON. — Beet^'shebay where Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob dwelt: in the neighbouring desert, Ha'gar, flee- 
ing with Ish^'mael, was visited by an angel ; Ha/math / 
Off rear / Ga^zay the gates of which Samson carried al* 
most to Hebron ; As'kdon on the coast, a noted city of 
the Philistines. 
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Ferea^ comprehending the 

Half Tribe of Manasseh. — Oe^shur ; OcTlan ; 
Ohorcfzin; Ma^daXa and I)almanu'iha^ on the Sea of 
Galilee ; Aah'taroA-Ka'/naim^ the residence of Og, king 
of Ba^'shan ; Eirei; QnXara^ near which two men pos- 
sessed with devils were healed by Christ. 

Gad. — Rafmoih'QiL'eady where A'hab, king of Israel, 
was slain bj an arrow ; Kaa^hor^ where Gideon defeated 
the Mid^nites^ and slew their two kings; SfwfcoA; 
Mahanoftmj so called from Jacob's vision of two hosts 
of angels; Ja^heshrCKl'ead ; Penvfd or Pen'Pdj near 
the Jab'l)ok. 

Reuben. — Heah'hon ; Ja'haz^ where Moses defeated 
Siphon, king of the Amorites; B^zer oxBozfrah; Med- 
eba; Bethab^ara^ where John baptized^ and near which 
the Israelites crossed the Jordan. 

Mountains. — Leb'anon^ on the north of Palestine, 
divided into two ranges, Lib^'anns on the west and Anti- 
LiVanns on the east ; Gar^md^ in the north-west of the 
Half Tribe of Manasseh, west of the Jordan, where 
Elijah offered his famed sacrifice, when the four hundred 
and fifty prophets of Ba^al were slain : there is another 
Carmel in Judah, where Na^al and AVigail lived, and in 
a cave of this mountain, near En'gedi, David surprised 
Saul; Mount Tafbor^ supposed to be the place of Christ's 
transfiguration, in the south of Zebulon ; CHl'hoa^ noted 
for the total defeat of the Hebrews, and the death of Saul 
and his three sons, and Her'mony in Manasseh, west of the 
Jordan ; CMaah^ where Joshua was buried ; Elnd and 
Oe/izim^vfhsxQ Joshua promulgated the law: on Gerizim 
the Samar^itans built a temple at which they worshipped 
in preference to that at Jersualem ; Mphraim^ where Mi''- 
cah and the idolatrous priest lived, in the tribeof Ephraim. 
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Z%'(m^ Acra^ Mori'ah^ and BesfeHia^ on which Jeru- 
salem was built ; Mount Catvary^ on the west of the 
city, where our Saviour was crucified, and Olfivet or the 
Mount of Olives, on the east of it. On Moriah, God 
commanded Abraham to offer up his son Isaac, and after- 
wards Solomon's temple was built upon it. Of the 
mountains of Ab^arim, in the tribe of Reuben, the 
most noted are the Heights of Nefbo, Pe'or, Pi^gahj and 
Ba^cd. From Pisgah, Moses viewed the promised Land, 
and here he died and was buried ; Otl^ead, famed for its 
balm, on the east and south of the Half Tribe of Man- 
asseh, and the north of Gad ; -Ser^wion, Si/ion or Sforij 
on the north-east of Manasseh : Scripture alludes to the 
frequent dews which fall upon this mountain ; Ba'shan^ 
in the HaK Tribe of Manasseh, east of the Jordan, noted 
for its rich pastures, fine cattle, and stately oaks. 

B.IVERS. — The Waters of Leb'anon flow south-west 
through the tribe of Asher ; the Ktshon^ in which a 
great part of Sis'era's army was drowned, flows north- 
west through Issachar and Zebulon ; the Ka'nah flows 
west, forming part of the boundary between Ephraim 
and the Half Tribe of Manasseh ; the Qa^ashy between 
Dan and Ephraim ; the 80'rdcy with its tributary the JSJ?A'- 
ooi, so called from the large cluster of grapes which 
Ca'leb and Joshua carried thence when they spied the 
land, rises in the mountains of Judah, near Jerusalem, 
and flows south-west through Judah and Simeon ; the 
B^sor, where two hundred of David's men, being over- 
taken by sickness, remained, while with four hundred 
he pursued the Am'alekites who burned Ziklag, flows 
west through Simeon; the River of Egypt or Si'hor 
forms the south-western boundary j)f Palestine:- — all 
these flow into the Mediterranean Sea. 
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The Jordan rises in Anti-Libanus, flows south 
through tlie Waters of Me'rom and the Sea of Galilee, 
and falls into the Dead Sea ; the Ar'noriy forming the 
eastern and southern boundary of Reuben, falls into the 
Dead Sea ; the Jab^bok, near which Jacob wrestled with 
the angel, flows north-west through Gad and joins the 
Jordan ; the Qactara flows through the Half Tribe of 
Manasseh, and falls into the Jordan south of the Sea of 
Galilee ; the Kicfran or Ce^drorij which Christ crossed 
in his way to the garden of Gethsem'ane, rises north of 
Jerusalem, and flows south-east into the Dead Sea ; the 
Chefrithy in Ephraim, on the banks of which Elijah was 
fed by ravens, &lls into the Jordan. 

Lakes. — The Waters of Mefram or Upper Lahe^ 
near which Joshua oyercame the confederated Canaan- 
itish kings ; the Bea of CrolHleey or Lake of Qennes^arethj 
or Sea of TihfriaSy or Sea of Chhfn&reth^ — celebrated 
for Christ's walking on its waters, stilling the tem- 
pest, causing the miraculous draught of fishes, etc., — 
between Manasseh on the east, and Naphtali, Zebulon, 
and Issachar, on the west ; the Sea of Jdzer^ in the 
east of Gad ; the Dead Sea^ or Lake of Sodcm^ or Sea 
of the Flain^ or Salt Sea^ once a beautiful. and fertile 
district, where Sodom, Gomor^rah, Ad^mah, and Zebo'im 
were situated. 

Plains, Valleys, Woods, etc. — The Hain. ofMe- 
gid^do or Jeafred^ where Josi^'ah, king of Judah, was shun, 
in Issachar and Zebulon ; the three Tiaine ofSha^roUy one 
in the west of Ephraim and Manasseh, another in the 
east of Zebulon, and a third in Gad ; the Plain of Mo'- 
rdiy between Mounts Ebal and G^rizim, in the north of 
Ephraim ; the FoZZey ofAcfhor^ where A'chan was stoned 
to death for having concealed part of the accursed q>oil 
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at the taking of Jericho, contrary to the express command 
of Joshua ; the Wildemess of Jtuie^a, along the west 
bank of the Jordan and the Dead Sea, where John 
the Baptist began his public ministry, and where our 
Saviour fasted forty days, and was tempted of the devil ; 
the Valley of Hin'nom^ where the Jews sacrificed their 
children to the idol Moloch ; the Valley of Sha'veh or 
King's Dale^ the Valley of Jehosh^aphat, and the Valley 
of Befpkaim^ in the neighbourhood of Jerusalem. 

In the north-west of Judah are the VoiUey of Zeph'- 
aihoJi^ the VaUey of WlaJij where David slew Goliath of 
Gath ; the Fixreat of Hafreth^ where David hid himself 
from Saul ; the Plain of Mam're^ where Abraham enter- 
tained three angels, south of Hebron. On the west of 
the Dead Sea are the VaXLey of Sah, where David 
smote the Syrians; the Wildemess of Mod on ; the WHL- 
demess of Je/ud ; the Widemess of 2Xph ; and the 
Wildem^s of Teko'ah^ — of which city A'mos the prophet 
was a herdsman ; the Wood of Ephraim^ in Gad, where 
Ab'salom's army was defeated and himself slain by Jo'ab.

— Noph or Mem'pJm^ on the Nile, 
near which are the famous pyramids ; Bab'yUm^ on the 
Nile, where some suppose St Peter to have written his 
first Epistle. 

Lower Egypt. — Zdan or Ta'nis ; Sin or PeZti'- 
8ium, on the coast ; Alexan^dria, on the coast, founded 
by Alexander the Great; Tah^panhes; A'ven or BeW' 
shemeshy called also On or Hdiop'olis ; Mi^dolj Ba- 
rneses (now Cairo), on the Nile, whence the Israelites 
took their departure ; Ft thorn and Baam'sesj two cities 
for the building of which the Hebrews made brick ; 
Bucfcothy where the Israelites on their journey first set 
up their tents ; Phib'-eseih. 

ARABIA 
Was bounded on the North by Palestine, Syria, and 
Chalde'a ; West by Egypt and the Red Sea ; South by 
the Erythrae'an Sea ; and East by the Persian Gulf. 

Divisions. — Arabia Petra^ay in the north-west ; 
Arabia Feflix^ in the west and south ; Arabia Deser^tay 
in the east and in the interior. 

Tribes. — Am^moniteSy Mo'abUesy JS^domitesy Am'- 
alekitesy Mid'ianitesy IskmaeliteSy etc 

Towns. — Bab'bath or Philadelphia ; Be'la or Zo'ary 
on the south of the Dead Sea ; E'zion-gafbery on the 
eastern gulf of the Red Sea, from which the ships of 
Solomon traded to (yphir ; E'lathy on the same gulf. 
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Mountains. — Befir ; Hor^ where A'arm died ; Ho'- 
reby where Mouses saw the burning bush ; SCnaiy where 
the Lord delivered The Ten Commandments to Moses, 

Places mentioned in the Route op the Israel- 
ites. — Mc^rahy the waters of which the Israelites could 
not drink on account of their bitterness, but which were 
made sweet by Moses casting into them a tree that had 
been shown him by the Lord ; JE'lim, where were twelve 
wells and seventy palm trees ; the Wildemess of Birij 
between Elim and Sinai ; Bephf{dimyVf\iQr^ the Israelites 
tempted the Lord, and murmured against Moses for 
want of water ; Mer'ibahy where Moses by striking the 
rock brought water out of it ; the Wtldemesa of Sinai; 
Toiferahy where the fire of the Lord, which burned 
among them, was quenched by the prayer of Moses ; 
ES/roth-HaUa^avcJiy where those who lusted for flesh 
were buried; Haze'rothy where Mir'iam, the sister of 
Moses, was smitten with a leprosy for railing against 
him, and was cured by his prayers ; the Wildemesa of 
Pa' ran; Zalmu/nah; O'both, 

SYRLAl or AHAM 
Was bounded on the north by A'sia Mi'nor ; West by 
Asia Minor and the Mediterranean ; South by Palestine 
and Arabia ; and East by Arabia and the Euphra'tes. 

Divisions. — Syria of Damas'cus ; of Ma^achah; of 
JEh'math; of Zo'hah ; of Tob ; of B^hdb. 

Rivers. — Ah'and and Phar^par, 

Towns. — -4«7i>cA, where the disciples were first called 
Christians ; Damas^cuSy whither St Paul was going 
when he was converted ; Rib'lahy where Nebuchad- 
nez^zar put out the eyes of Zedeki^ah, and slew his 
Bons ; Tadmor or Palmjfray built by Solomon ; iSs- 
leu'cfiay whence Paul and Bar'nabas embarked for 
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Cy'prus ; Ttph'sah or Thap'sacuSj on the Euphrates 
the north-east boundary of Solomon's kingdom. 

MESOPOTA'MIA or PA'DAN-AUAM 
Was situated between the rivers Hid'dekel or Ti'gris, on 
the east, and the Euphrates on the west. 

Towns. — Tetabiby on the Che'bar, on the banks of 
which Eze^'kiel saw several of his visions ; Oa/chemiah 
or Circe^siumy on the Euphrates, near where it is joined 
by the Chebar ; Ha^ran or Chaf^ran, near the source of 
the Chebar, where Te'rah the father of Abraham died ; 
Ur of the ChqMeee^j near Haran, the birthplace of 
Abraham ; Beho'bothy on the Tigris. 
BABYLO'NIA or CHALDE'A SOUTH of MESOPOTAMIA. 

Towns. — Bab'yion, the most ancient city in the world, 
founded by Nim^rod, on the Euphrates, in the plain of 
Shi'nar ; E'rechy on the Euphrates, below Babylon ; 
CaVnehj on the Tigris, afterwards the celebrated Ctes'- 
iphon ; Acfoady west of the Tigris. 

ASSYRIA 
Was situated between the Tigris on the West, and 
Me^'dia and Per'sia on the East. 

Towns. — Nin'eveh^ on the Tigris, founded by Ash'ur, 
to the inhabitants of which the prophet Jonah was sent 
to preach ; Re'sen^ on the Tigris, south from Nineveh ; 
Ca'lahy still farther south on the Tigris. 

PERSIA OR E^AM and ME'DIA 
Were situated to the east of Assyria. 

Towns. — Shu'ahan or Su^sa^ the capital of Persia, 
on the U^ai, where Dan%l had his vision of the Ram 
and He-Goat, and where the events related in the Book 
of Esther took place; Ach'methaj or Ucbafanaj the 
capital of Media, where was found the decree of Cyprus 
for building the house of God at Jerusalem. 
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ASIA MINOR 



Was bounded on the North by the Euxine Sea ; West 
hj the Propon'tis and ^ge'an Sea ; South by the Medi- 
terranean ; and east by the Euphrates and Syria. 

Divisions. — Mys'ta, Lyd'ia^ and Caria^ in the west ; 
Lycfia^ PamphyVia^ Pisictia^ and CUufuZj in the south ; 
Oappadt/daL^ in the east; ParCtus^ Paphlag&ma^ and 
BilJiyn'iaj in the north; and Phry^ia^ Oalo^tia^ and 
Lyccu/niaj in the centre. 

Mysia. — Tro'asy on the coast, where St Paul often 
preached, where he planted a church, and had a 
vision in the night of a man of Macedo^nia, who said 
" Come over and help us ;" As^aosy on the coast, south 
of Troas, where Paul embarked for Jerusalem ; Adramyf- 
tmnij on the coast, east of Assos, in a ship belonging to 
which Paul sailed for Italy ; Per'gamos, in the south. 

Ltdia. — EpkesuSj near the coast, to the Christians of 
which Paul wrote an Epistle ; here also was the famous 
temple of Dia^na; Bmyi^na^ on the coast, north from 
Ephesus ; Ha/dis and Philadetphiaj east from Smyrna ; 
Thyattraj in the north. 

Caria. — MUe^tuSy in the north-west, on the coast, 
where Paul sent for the elders of the church of Ephesus, 
to whom he gave solemn charges ; CnfdiiSy on the south- 
west coast, which Paul passed on his way to Rome. 

Lycia. — Pafara^ in the south, on the coast, at which 
Paul touched on his way from Macedonia to Jerusalem ; 
Mifra^ in the south, on the coast, where Paul embarked 
in a ship of Alexandria for Italy. 

Pamphylia. — Pe/ga^ where Paul and Bar'nabas 
preached ; AttaWa^ from which Paul sailed for Antioch. 

PiSiDlA. — An^tioch, where Paul and Barnabas preached 
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till a persecution stirred up by the Jews obliged them to 
leave the place* 

Phrygia. — Laodicefaj in the south-west; Cdos^se, 
near Laodicea, to the inhabitants of which Paul addressed 
an Epistle from Rome ; Hterap'olisy north of Laodicea. 

Ltcaonia. — Ico'nium^ Det^be^ and lys'tra^ where 
Paul and Barnabas preached the Gospel. At Lystra, 
Timothy was bom, and Paul and Barnabas healed a man 
who had been lame from his birth ; here they were taken 
for Mer^cury and Ju'piter, and Paul was nearly stoned 
to death, ^phesus^ Smyrna^ PerganfwSj Thyatira^ Sardis^ 
Philadelphia^ and Laodicea; in these towns were the 
seven churches mentioned in the book of B-evelation. 

MACEDO'NTA 
Was situated to the north of Greece. 

Towns. — Neap'olis^ on the south-east coast, w*here 
Paul arrived from the island of Samothra'cia ; Philip'pi^ 
north-west of Neapolis, the first place in Europe where 
Paul preached the Gospel. Here he and Si'las were mi- 
raculously set free from prison, on which occasion the 
jailer was converted with his whole house : to the in- 
habitants of this city Paul addressed an Epistle. Am-' 
phip'olia and ApolU/niaj through which Paul and Silas 
passed after their deliverance from the prison at Philippi y 
Thessahni'cay on the coast, to the inhabitants of which 
Paul wrote two Epistles : he was obliged to leave this 
city by night, on account of a tumult excited by the 
Jews. Bere'ay west of Thessalonica, where Paul 
preached with great success ; Nicop'olisy in the south- 
west, where Paul wintered and wrote his Epistle to Titus. 

GREECE. 
Towns. — Ath^ens^ in Af tica, the most celebrated city 
of antiquity for learning and the liberal arts. Here 
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Paul preached and disputed with the philosophers ; on 
which occasion, among others, Dionys'ius the Areop'- 
agite, and a woman named Dam^aris, were converted ; 
Chr^inih^ in Acha^ia, where Paul planted a church, and 
to the inhabitants of which he wrote two Epistles. 

ITALY. 
Towns. — Rhfgium^ on the south-west coast, at which 
Paul touched on his voyage to Home ; Pute^cli^ on the 
coast, where he spent seven days ; Ap'pii Fc/rum and 
ITie Three Taverns, where the Christians of Borne met 
Paul ; Rome, to the inhabitants of which Paul wrote an 
Epistle; where he lived two years and preached the 
Gospel ; and where he was afterwards beheaded. 

ISLANDS IN THE MEDITERRANEAN SEA. 

Cy'prus. — Scd'amtSj on the east coast, where Paul 
and Barnabas preached ; Pa'phoe, on the west coast, where 
Paul converted Ser'gius Paulus the governor, and struck 
El^ymas the sorcerer with blindness ; Crete (Candia) ; 
FhenXce^ on the south-west coast; and Lca^a, on the 
south coast, near the Fair Havens : Titus was the first 
bishop of Crete ; Clau'da, south from Crete ; Mel'ita 
(Malta), south from -Sicily, where Paul and his com- 
panions were shipwrecked on their voyage to Rome; 
the natives imagined Paul was a god, because he shook 
a viper off his hand without receiving any hurt from it: 
here he healed the father of Fublius, who lay sick of a 
fever; Si'CiLT (/S^r'aci^e), on the south-east coast, at 
which Paul tarried three days on his way to Eome.

C(/os and Erodes, which Paul sailed past on his 
voyage to Jerusalem ; Pat'mos, whither St John was ba- 
nished by Domit^ian, and where he wrote the Book of Be- 
yelation; Sa^os, north of Patmos; Chinos, north-west 
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of Samoa; Les'bos, north of Chios; Mityle'ne, at 
which Paul touched as he sailed from Cormth to Jeru- 
salem ; SAMOTHRA'ciAjin the north of the iEgean Sea.

PROBLEMS ON MAPS. 
I.— 7b find the Latitude of a given place on the l/i^.— Ruus.— If the 
given place is situated on a parallel, the end of it on either side will show 
the latitude. If the place is not so situated, measure with the compaseei 
the distance between it and the nearest parallel ; then place one foot of 
the compasses on the same parallel on ^ther tide of the map, and the other 
will point out the latitude nearly.* 

Example.— What Is the latitude of Edinburgh? Ans. 66* North.— What is the 
latitude of Constantinople? Ans. 41* Nr-What la the latitade of Port Jackson? 
Ana. 84* Sout hs—What is the latitude of York f Ans. 64* N. 

* Latitade and Longlttide are reckoned in degrees, minutes, and seeonds. Degrees 
are marked by a small (*) placed after and a little above the figures ; minntes by one 
acute accent O; and seconds by two acute aoeents (^): thus Lat 40* 16^ AT M. 
means latitude forty degrees fifteen minutes thirty seconds north. If the figures on 
the side of the map Increase upwards, the latitude is north: if they ioereaae down- 
wards, it Is south. 
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1 1.— To find the Lo)igUude of a given place on the Afap.~RuLE. — If the 
given place is sitaated on a meridian, the end of it at the top or bottom of 
the map will show the longitude. If the place is not so sitaated, lay a line 
or rod oyer the given place, so as to out the same degree at the top and 
bottom of the map, — the degree thus found is the longitude of the place.*

the given latitude and the nearest parallel, and keeping one foot of the 

compasses on the parallel, the other applied to the edge of the rod will 

point out the place required.

THE TERRESTRIAL GLOBE. 

Thb Terrestrial Globe is an artificial representation of the Earth, with 
the various circles for determining the position of places on its surface. 
It revolves upon an axis, and is surrounded by a brass ring called the 
brazen or universal meridian, and is supported in a flat frame which re- 
presents the rational horizon. On the brazen meridian are marked the 
degrees of latitude ; and on the horizon the points of the mariner's com- 
pass, the months and days of the year, and the signs and degrees of the 
zodiac. The hour-drde, on which are marked the hours of the day, is 
placed round the north pole. The quadrant of Altitude is a thin slip of 
brass divided from to 90° in one direction, and from to 18* in the 
other.

degrees ; multiply this by 69^ to bring it to English, or by 60 to bring it 
to geographical miles. When the distance is more than 90°, stretch a 
thread from the one place to the other, and find the number of degrees on 
the equator. 

Ex.— What ia the distance between London and Constantinople ? Ana. 221", or 1350 

Oeog. miles- 
Find the distance between London and Vienna* London and Bombay, Paris and St 

Petersburg. 

Pbob. 4. Given the hour of the day at one place, to find the hour at any 
other picice.— RuLB.>-Bring the place at which the hour is given to the 
brass meridian, and set the hour-circle to 12, then turn the globe till the 
other place comes to the meridian, and the hours passed oyer on the circle 
is the difference' of time between the two places. If the place is to the 
east of that at which the hour is giyen, add the hours passed over, other- 
wise subtract them from the hour at the other place. 

Ex.— When it is ten o'clock in the morning at London, what is the time at St Peters- 
burg ? Ans. Twelve o'clock noon. 

When it is noon at London, what is tiie time at Calcutta ? at Washington ? at Pekin f 
at Rome ? 

Pros. 5. To rectify the globe for Hie latitude qf any /)2ac6.— Rule.— 
Elevate the north or south pole, according as the given place is north or 
south of the equator, till its height above the horizon is equal to the lati- 
tude of the place. 

Ex.— Rectify the globe for London and for Hobart Town ? Ans. For London elevate 
the north pole 51" 31' above the horixon ; and for Hobart Town elevate the south pole 
j 42" 53' above the horizon. 

I Rectify the globe for Mexico, Pekin, Cape of Good Hope, Cairo, Quito. 

Pbob. 6. To find theeun^a place in the ecliptic^ and his declination for 
any given day.— Rule — Find the day of the month on the wooden hori- 
zon, against which, in the adjoining circle of signs, will be found the sign 
and degree in which the sun is for that day : bring the same sign and 
degree of the ecliptic to the brass meridian, and the degree on the meri- 
dian over the sun*s place is the declination. 

Ex.— What is the sun's place in the ecliptic, and his declination, on the Sftth De- 
cember r Ans. Capricorn 4**, dec. 2d|" 8. 

Find the sun's place in the ecliptic, and his declination on the 15th day of each month 
of the year. 

Pkob. 7. Criven a place in the torrid zone, to find on what two days of 
the year the sun wiU be vertical ^Aer^.— Rulb.— Find the latitude of the 
place ; turn the globe and observe what two points of the ecliptic pass 
under that latitude ; find these two points in the circle of signs on the 
wooden horizon, and opposite to them are the days required. 

Ex.— On what two days of the year will the sun be vertical at Bombay t Ans. May 

15th and .Inly SSth. 

On what two days of the year will the son oe vertical at Sata^ia? at Lima? at 

Mexico 1 and at Beucoolen 1

under the meridian have noon.

— Find the place to which the sun 
is vertical at the given hour ; rectify the globe for the latitude of the place, 
and bring it to the brass meridian ; the sun is rising to all those places on 
the western edge, and setting to all those on the eastern edge of the hori- 
zon ; it is noon to all those places under the upper half of the meridian, 
and midnight to all those under the lower half; all places 18*" below the 
western edge of the horizon have morning, and all 18^ under the eastern 
edge have evening twilight.

To find the A nt€sci,p€riaeci, and Antipodes to the inhabitants 
of any place, f — Rule I. Bring the place to the brass meridian, and ob- 
serve its latitude, then in the opposite hemisphere, under the same degree 
of latitude, you will find the AntoBci. — Rule II. Bring the given place 
to the brass meridian, and set the hour-circle to 12 ; turn the globe till 
the index points to the other 12 ; then under the latitude of the given 
place, in the same hemisphere, you will find the Perioeci ; and in the 
opposite hemisphere under the same latitude you will find the Antipodes.

Find the Antoeci, Perioeci, and Antipodes to the people of Paris, Constantinople, 
Rome, Buenos Ayres, London, and Pekin. 

* If the time given is before noon, turn the globe westward to 12, otherwise turn it 
eastward. 

1 Antaecit are those who live in the same degree of longitude, and in the same degrea 
of latitude, but on opposite sides of the equator. 

Period, are those who live in the same latitude, but differ UO^ in longitude. 

Antipodes, are those who live diametrically opposite to each other, and consequently 
waU( feet to feet.
